Story of Beli’s Life. 
Bell’s life story is worth telling in 


detail. He was born in Wales in 1859 
of the proverbially spoor but respect- 
able parents. His father was at 


that time a quarrytan When the 
future laber leader. and member of 
Parliament was three years old some 
thing happenmed= that twt-a material 
influence om his subsequent career. 
The elder Bell came within a hair’s 
breadth of meeting sudden death, The 
premature explosion of a blast killed 
his brother, who was woevking by his 
side, Bell, senior, decided then and 
there that it was up to him to seek 
# safer billet, He joined the police 
foree and not unnaturally developed 
into'a firm upholder of authority in 
every form. 

He did his best to 
upon his son The 


impres his views 
result was a 
revised 
version of the old adage that if you 
train up a boy in the way he should 
go—or the way you thing he should 
go—he will not depart from it. So 
much was dinned into young Bell's 
ears about the sanctity and infalli 
bility of employers and the “gentry” 
generally, that, as he grew up. he be- 
gan to suspect that there might be 
another side to the question to which 
his father was blind. Se he did his 
own thinking on the problem and 
‘aided iby becoming what avas then 
considered a revolutionary of the 
Most erimson dye, though the fault 
that most labor leaders now find with 
him is that he is not revolutionary 
enough. 

He mastered the three “R's” at a 
national school, and at the age of 13 
began to fend for himself. He en- 
tered the offices of the Cyfartha Tron 
Works, but after three years’ oeeu 
pancy of an office stool, he came to 
the conclusion that he was not eut 
out for a clerical job, theugh it car- 
ried with it the privilege of wearing 
a frock coat and « top hat and pos- 
ing as a gentleman 

Quitting his desk. he donned work- 
ing togs and enlisted in the army of 
jabor as a fireman for the boiler of a 
large steel rail will engine. While 
thus employed he first came in con- 
tact with trades unionism. The black- 
smiths at the works went on strike 
The firemen were ordered te act as 
assistants to the ‘“blacklegs.”’ Bell 
refused, not on trade unien grounds, 
for of that he knew hardly anything 
at that time, but because he believed 
the strikers were in the right, and it 
was wrong for hiw to de anything 
that would help deleat them Hi- 
father, who had been assigned te po- 
lice duty at thy works, stormed 
against him. and the firm threatened 
hin with dismissal But young Bell 
stuck to his resolution, {n conse- 
quenpee he was sacked by his employ 
ers and got an awiul blowing up from 
his father, both of which combined 
only strengthened lis conviction that 
le had done the right thing, 

He obtained a job as fireman at an 
other ipon works, and later entered 
| the services of the Great Western 
Company at Merthys as @ porter 
As An Organizer. 

When he entered the railway servics 
le joined the Amalgamated Bociety of 
Railway Servants. and was shortly af 
terward appointed assistant secretary 
lof his branch, At Swansea the society 
had no branch. Bell immediately es 
tablished one and helped ferm others 


the show. 

In 1900 Derby sent him to Parlia- 
ment as a labor member, and in the 
general election of 1906 which proved 
so disastrous to many reppesentatives 
of big corporations and fested inter- 
ests in the House of GSmmone, sent 
him back in for anther term.

KELLY FOR BOSTON. 


Toronto, Nov. 6.—Joe Kelley will man- 
age ‘the Bostén Nationais ‘next year. 
This announcement was made last night 
by President James J, McCaffery, of the 
Toronto Baseball Club. Kelley was 
drafted by the Boston Nationals when 
the drafting season opened, and the action 
came in the nature of a big and paintul 
surprise to the club owners and baseball 
followers of the city. Kelley made good 
from the very first when he took hold 
of the local club this season, and was 
one of the most popular managers who 
have ever directed the club since this 
city got its first taste of big league ball 
in 1886. It is a coincidence that it was 
just a year ago, and at the Eastern 
League meeting in New York city that 
Kelley came to terms with the Toronto 
Club, Lt was then announced that Kel- 
ley was to receive a salary of $5,000, a 
big figure for any minor league club to 
pay, but which was nevertheless gener- 
ally believed to be the sum Kelley's con- 
tract called for. Under the national 
agreement when a pY¥yer is drafted he 
must receive a substantial increase in 
salary, This being the case Boston will 
have to pay handsomely for Kelley's ser- 
vices. It was said that Kelley was so 
well pleased with his surroundings here 
that he would under no circumstances 
leave Toronto, and that if Boston refused 
to waive its claim he would manage the 
local club from the bench. Time and 
again the club officials stated that this 
was the solution of the difficulty and 
that there was no question about Kel- 
ley remaining in Toronto.

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WORLD'S CHAMPION MUST QUIT. 

New York, Nov. 6.—Martin J. Sheri- 
dan, world's olympic champion, the 
greatest and most famous athlete in the 
world, will probably never be seen in 
an athletic contest again, While train- 
ing for the indoor national championship 
held Jast Friday and Saturday nights, 
at Madison Square Garden, Sheridan 
strained the muscles of his stomach. He 
stopped his training for a few days, and 
although the soreness had not entirely 
disappeared he took part in seven events 
during the two nights the meeting lasted, 
finishing first in one contest, second in 
four events and third in another, The 
contest he won was the pole vault for 
distances, one of the most difficult of 
the field events, and in this he estab- 
lished a new world’s record of 28 feet. 
He made the record on Friday night and 
was in considerable pain after his two 
hours of work in the arena, Neverthe- 
less, he continued to pile up the points 
for his club on Saturday night, Yester- 
day this great athlete of modern days 
was obliged to consult a physician, A 
few minutes’ examination showed the 
doctor that Sheridan had gone too far 
and he told him at once that it would 
be many months before he could safely 
risk the terrific strain of tossing weights 


and engaging in other such strenuous 
pastimes as hurdling, vaulting and 
jumping. Sheridan does not agree with 


the doctor that it will take that long to 
get well. He thinks that a eomplete rest 
from hard exercise during the winter 
will be enough to fit him for the summer 
campaign. The doctor is not so optimis- 
tic. In facet, he thinks it very probable 
that the best athlete in this country will 
have to retire from active participation 
in the track and field sports altogether.
